In an interview with Mr. J. J. 
Veatch, a member of the Light Com- 
mittee of the Paris City Council, con- 
cerning the recent proposition sub- 
mitted to the Council regrading the 
lighting of the streets of the city, he 
said: 

"We have just received a letter 
from Messrs. Talbott & Whitley, at- 
torneys for the Paris Gas & Blectric 
Company, in which they stated very 
positively and definitely that unless 
an understanding was reached be- 
fore next Saturday between the city 
and their clients the city would find 
the street lighting current cut of^, A 
proposition was submitted some time 
ago for the settlement of the matter, 
and the terms it gave would give the 
people of this city a much lower rate 
than has ever been offered before to 
the city and the private consumers 
of current. In fact, it would be much 
lower than they have ever enjoyed. 
And all this, too, is in view of the 
fact that the cost of production has 
bisen Iner^asdd, the ooftt of llting and 
the cost of material, coal, etc., very 
much higher. A majority of the 
jnembers of the Light Committee, 
and also a majority of the Paris City 
Council are in favor of accepting the 
settlement and the new rate as em- 
braced in the proposition submitted, 
while one of the Light Committee 
was in favor of holding out further 
for better terms. The Mayor and 
Mr. Weiss, the Consulting Engineer 
for the city, were also in favor of 
holding out for a better understand- 
ing and better terms. The oppos- 
ing members of the Light Committee 
and the. Council may yet be brought 
to see the other side of the matter 
and stand solidly with us in favor of 
securing a speedy settlement of the 
matter. The Council will act on the 
matter very soon, as It will have to 
do, in accordance with the letter 
from the attorneys."

In his first crop report for 1819, 
Commissioner of Ajfricaltee.QiMn 
says that a large increaae in acreage 
of Biirley tobacco is indicated. It is 
estimated at 113 per cent, as com- 
pared with acreage of 99 per cent., 
piven at this time last year. The con- 
dition of the beds is estimated at 94 
per cent. Dark tobacco acreage shows 
106 per cent., as compared with 90 
per cent, last year, and the cooditton 
of beds show at 97 per cent. 

The wheat acreage as originally 
sown is 108 per cent., as compared 
with 99 per cent showing at this time 
last year. The condition is given at 
102 per cent. The acreage of rye 
originally sown is 00< per Oeiit.* which 
shows 6 per cent disereaab lnia lut 
year's acreage, and the condition 
shows at 96 per cent. 

The barley acreage originally sown 
is 85 per cent., with the condition of 
94 per cent. The acreage of oats 
planted is 88 per cent, last year. The 
soil condition is 93 per cent.

"Reports coming to this depart- 
ment give the wheat acreage orig^in- 
ally sown at 108 per cent., as com- 
pared with 99 per cent., showing at 
this time last year, while con- 
dition is given at 102 per cent. 

"Acreage of rye originally sown is 
90 per cent., which shows 5 per cent, 
decrease from last year's acreage, 
while the condition showsyat 90 per 
cent. Barley aefaaib originally 
sown is 85 per cent.. While the coh- 
ditlon is 94 per cent. - 

"The acreage of oats planted is 88 
per cent, as compared with 83 per 
cent, last year. Soil coaditiOB is 
given at 93 per cent.

What does Bolslievism mean? 
That's the question one hears every- 
where. iGovemmeht oAdala, from 
President Wilson and Vice President 
Marshall down, have insisted that it 
must be stamped out of America. 
That this is no idle threat is evi- 
denced by the actual work of d^^r- 
tation of undesirable aliens. Com- 
missioner of Immigration Gamine tti 
says that 6,000 of these are to be 
shipped back to Europe at once. It 
appeara likely, from offlcial informa- 
tion, that this will be but the be- 
ginning of a clean-up in the interest 
of America for Americans. 

But what does Bolshevism mean? 
Why it is so bitterly attacked and 
so little explained? And when the 
explanation is Unally made, it Is the 
Russian Bolshevist theory that is 
handed out to us by red-eyed agita- 
tors of the anarchist type, who being 
unable to fnmlab aenaible opinions 
about the Anatlean form of govern- 
ment, are never relied upon by intel- 
ligent people as authorities on the af- 
fairs of countries as far removed as 
Russia. Bolabsvten, •mritlly 
speaking, is an Bnropean evil, that 
represents discontent, and is a factor 
that breeds wars. We will not at- 
tempt to analyze European Bolshev- 
ism here. But there la an easy ans- 
wer to the qneation: Wbat te Bol- 
shevism in America, and the people 
of this country should hasten to ac- 
quaint themselves as to the moaning 
of this strange doctrine. 

Senator Neloon, of MInnaaota, has 
done a good service by inserting in 
the Congressional Record the aims of 
Bolshevists in the United States as 
proclaimed by tlieir leaders in this 
doantry. The statements abiMild be 
made into an oflScial docum«it and 
circulated everywhere. The bnblica- 
tion from which the material is col- 
lected, is called "Hunger — ^The Inter- 
national Bevolutioa." This publica- 
tion purports to .stand for a lot of 
things that no intelligent person 
wants, and it promises that "the 
sliams of the present system may be 
presented and subjected to analysis." 
It Is )>ri1ited in Minneapolis, a city in 
which there Is no "hunger," but al- 
most every paragraph glares with 
the lie that all people who work arc 
"hungry" and o ppr eaead by the capi- 
talistic claaa. 

American Bolshevism Is an insidi- 
ous and rabid form of class hatred; 
ft is anarchism under a new name 
that seeks respectability by attach- 
ing itself to European "isms." It is 
Socialism with the brains picked out. 
It is not w\\\v\\. difference from the 
I. W. W.— only if such a thing: be 
possible, it hns loss sense. It is a 
thing that should be understood 
thoroughly hi the United SUtea. be- 
cause it needs only to be understood 
to become an outlaw among Intelli- 
gent and reapaetable people of every 
clasa. 

The d ocnm a n ta wbldb' Senator Nel- 
.son has produced weave togetbar the 

most unchristianlike, debased theo- 
ries, that could be collected. The 
whole underlying purpose is to cre- 
ate clamor and build up class hatred. 
Government is nothing, except to be 
destroyed. Not even a substitute is 
offered. The whole doctrine is un- 
true to anything that can be classed 
aa modern civilization. It is very 
doubtful whether Bolshevism in the 
United States is up to the standards 
of Russia, or Germany. It is Euro- 
peanism in the days of the French 
Revolution. This Bolshevism is 
nothing that need be feared in the 
United States. It needs to be un- 
derstood. The light would destroy 
it. The people may be trusted to 
see that it la property tiAen care of.

All are agreed that the next loan 
must be a aneeess, and most are 
agreed that it is going to take some 

work and thinking to make it a suc- 
cess. Some of the means to this end 
now under offlcial consideration are 
early maturity, higher iofteiest and 
exemption from taxation/ 

But there is one consideration 
which weighs more with the small 
buyer than all these, and that is the 
stabilization of the securities at or 
near their par value. Tbe small buy- 
er exchanges his lavinspi or pledges 
his wages for duds. But if a squall 
should strike him he must convert 
his bonds into cash. The smaller, 
therefore, the hiatus between the 
face, and the market valuo of -the 
bond the more attractive it is to him. 

Whether this stabilization is pos- 
sible Is another question. The short 
maturity may effect it. If there is 
anj promise of this, the small buyer 
will come forward more readily.
